Extre& of a letter from Col. Humphreys tothe Secre- 
tary of Scste, dated April 14, 1801. 

“ Ithink I cannot diflplay too much eagernefs im ¢om- 
muaicating to you, by different conveyances, the@iews 
this moment received by. me from Algiers. I haiten, 
then, to tranfmit copies of Conful O'Brien's letter of the 
6th inft which came to me through the depariment of the 
firt minifter of Rate of his Catboli¢ Moajeity . From the 
left of thefe letters you will learn, chat the Dey of Tri- 
poli, having tefufed the mediation of Algiers, the pre- 
feats feut from thence, and the bills of Conful Cathcart, 
wes determined upon war againfl the U. States, and was 
fending his cruifers to fea eccordingly.---It is devoutly to 
be withed that he may foon have reafon to repent this 
wicked and rath preceeding at bis Jeifure. Asit is a con- 
fiderable time fince Conful Cathcart (whom I confider a 
very faithful and vigiient public officer) took the wife pre- 
caution of giving extenfive advice of the great probability of 
thisevent, 1 cansot but hope thet our unarmed merchant 
veffels will not be expofed to the hazard of falling inte the 
poficffion of thefe pirates, but that they wil! rather be re- 
tained ip port (however inconvenient or expenfive it may 
be) uatil they can be proteGed by armed velllels of the U, 
Staies, adequate tothe purpofe. On the policy of repell 
ing force by force, and of Llocking the poris of this ag-
